Creates Danger from Crushing Hu- 
manity Where None Exists from 
Flames—He Sees Smoke Rising Out- 
side from an Awning—People Saved 
from Serious Injury by Prompt Ac- 
tion Theater. 


Hamlet's feigned HESS upon the stage

‘Theater. To get an idea of the Hamlet 
which Thomashefsky has created—with ad- 
mirable histrionic art, whatever be the pe- 
culiarities of the character—one must first 
forget the Danish Prince of William Shak- 
speare. 

Imagine that Hamlet has beanane a Jew 
and that he is discovered to view in a Polish 
town of the present day. The author of the 
play has made no effort tatranslate the play 
of Hamlet,“ but he has taken portions of 
the character of Hamlet as it appealed to 
him and merged incidents and persons into 
Judaism. The costumes were those of the 
orthodox Jews of Russia. 

There was no ghost; the Jews do not be- 
lieve in ghosts.

THE SUPPLY OF NATURAL GAS. 


i} 


The prospective failure of the natural 
gas supply is fast becoming a serious prob- 
jem in Indiana. The Supervisor in Indi- 
anapolis has notified the public that it is 
only a question of short time when it must 
give out as it has in the gas belts‘of other 
States. The only thing to do now, he says, 
„is to save what we have and prevent 
waste.” The making of natural gas does 
not go on forever and with the first use 
of it the work of exhausting the supply 
began. It would have been wiser and more 
economical if consumers had realized there 
was a limit to thé supply and not wasted 
the gas, but waste is a mania of the Ameri- 
can people, as is shown in every direction. 
And this particular “willful waste” is 


going to bring “ woeful want,” and that 


soon, | 

The Indianapolis Journal warns house 
owners that another winter natural gas 
will be an unsafe reliance, and the wisest 
thing for the people to do is to remodel 
their furnaces or heating apparatuses so 
as to supplement the gas with other fuel 
if occasion requires. Meanwhile, those 
who are building new houses should adapt 
them for coal and the companies, in jus- 
‘tice to present consumers, should not take 
on any new ones.“ | 
The most serious feature of the problem 
is the influence which the prospective failure 
ot the supply of natural gas may have upon 
the manufacturing interests of that State. 
During the last fifteen years the value of 
manufactured products has greatly in- 
creased in Indiana and the growth has been 
largely due to natural gas. When the sup- 
ply gives out, will manufactories in 


State statistician does not think so. He 
says in his last annual report: | 
The factories now in the gas belt will not of ne- 
cessity have to move therefrom after the supply 
is exhausted, since improved methods of separat- 
ing the gaseous constituents from coal are con- 
stantly coming to the front, and the time may 
come when this gas may be made in quantity and 
piped to them. Again, their situation within six- 
ty miles of the heart of a great coal field will give 
them advantages which, though far inferior to 
those they now possess, will still enable them to 
compete with the factories of the Past, where the 
fuel has to be shipped a much greater distance. 
The question is one which also concerns 
Chicago. Though the gas is not used in 
manufacturing to the extent it is in Indi- 
ana, it is quite generally used by household- 
ers, and there has been the same waste 
h re. It will not be long before they will 
have to go back to coal. With more pru- 
dent use the supply would have lasted for 
a long time to come, but it is idle to regret 
after the mischief has been wrought. It 
is not the only case where waste is working

AMERICAN SCHOOLS FOR PORTO RICO. 
The report of the Insular Commission 
on Affairs in Porto Rico, particularly in 
respect to the establishment of the Ameri- 
can system of public schools, makes per- 
fectly clear the duty of the government. 
The sooner, a thoroughgoing system of 
schools, such ag we have in all the States 
and Territories of the rest of the United 
States, is set to work in all parts of Porto 
Rico the better. There should be no un- 
necessary delay and no half way measures. 
While the teaching need not at first be 
wholly in English, English should be taught | 
in all the schools, American text books’ 
introduced, and all possible pains be used 
to Americanize the people. They never 
can be Americanized so long as Spanish 
remains the only language. There is no 
literature now accessible to them in Span- 
ish such as they most of all need. The 
people, moreover, are eager to learn to 
“speak American,” | 
The American idea of a school implies a 
suitable schoolhouse. That is a new idea: 
to the Spanish “educational system.” 
There is hardly a decently commodious 
schoolhouse in the entire island.

In the winter of 1801-92, during the early 
part of the first session of the Fifty-second 
Congress, after it had become evident that 
the Southern alliance members would not 
affiliate with the Northern independents and 
Populists, and that, therefore, the National 
Economist, Dr. McCune’s paper, could not be 
relied on to support the new People’s party 
movement, the Northern men, with Watson 
ef Georgia, undertook to establish a repre- 
pentative party paper of theirown. A corpo- 
ration, capitalized at $10,000, was formed 
under the, laws of the Dtstrict of Columbia, 
The new 
paper was named the National Watchman, 
and Mr. N. A. Dunning was employed as 
Mr. Dunning had been some time 
associated with Dr. McCune in the editorial 
work of the Economist, which, as the reader 
will remember, was establish and con- 
ducted by Dr. McCune as the national repre- 


| sentative of the Farmers’ Allignce and In- 


dustrial Union. 
Mr. McCune himself was a Democrat,

bore unmistakable evidence that its editor 

knew well how to say both politely and 

clearly what he desired in this respect.

Growth of the Watchman. 


The Watchman soon began to circulate 
widely. It went into every State and Ter- 
ritory—so the editor once reported. It 
grew with the party, and if the fusion fever 
had not crazed many Populists the National 
Watchman could and probably would have 
become a permanent power for good in the 
country. But, alas! alas! Dunning thought 
he saw evidences of fusion in Nebraska, and 
the Watchman by referring to the matter 
in unfriendly terms—advising against all 
dickering with other parties—and accusing 
Senator Allen and Congressmen Kern and 
McKeighan with encouraging it offended 
those gentlemen. They demanded a re- 
traction on the part of the paper, but the 
editor refused to do anything more than 
to permit them to use the columns of the 
‘Watchman in making any statement which 


they thought the circumstances warranted 


or required. That was not satisfactory to 
them, and, of course, the paper lost their 
gobd will. 

It perhaps ought to be stated here, in 
justice to all parties, that the President of 
the Watchman Publishing company was 
appealed to and he sustained the editor— 


the correctness of the editor’s, original 
charge, but as to his way of treating the 
demand for retraction. — 

Whether Dunning was right or wrong in 
his first impressions, it is clear that Ne- 
braska soon became prolific in her fusion 
offspring. The Congressional Directory for 
the Fifty-third Congress shows that Mr. 
McKeighan was nominated for Congress 
by the Alliance or Independent party, was 
indorsed by the Democratic convention, and 
elected to the Fifty-second and reélected 
to the Fifty-third Congress as an independ- 
ent, receiving 17,400 votes, against 14,230.

The directory for the second session, 
Fifty-fourth Congress, shows that Mr. 
Kern was elected to the Fifty-fourth Con- 
gress as a Populist, receiving 17,077 votes, 
against 14,676 votes for Matthew Dougherty, 
Republican n. and 891 votes for Bone, Pro- 
hibitionist.” There was no Democratic op- 
position to Mr. Kern's election. He received 
every Democratic vote cast for Congress- 
man. At the same election, November, 1894, 
Silas, A. Holcomb, classified as Demo- 
Populist, received 97,815 votes, to 94,815 for 
Mr. Majors, Republican, and 6,985 votes for 
Sturdevant, Silver-Democrat. Governor 
Holcomb received the almost unanimous 
vote of the Democratic party and was elect- 
ed by and only by the aid of that vote. 

It appears from these records that Editor 
Dunning was not far out of the way when 
he called *‘fusion’’ in Nebraska in 1895. 
However, the Watchman’s offending lay 
rather in another direction—that of inter- 
fering in the politics of the State. It was 
claimed that the national party paper nad 
no business meddling with local politics.

WATER STREET MEN MAY FIGHT. 


late Commission Merchants—In- ” 
spectors’ Board Organizes. 


The Board of State Inspectors created by 
the recently enacted law to regulate com- 
mission merchants met yesterday at the 
Marine Building, and organized by elect- 
ing W. H. Whitcomb, President; J. W. Stan- 
ton, Vice President; and A. F. Crawford. 
Treasurer. A secretary will be chosen to- 
day. A mass-meeting of the commission 
merchants will also be held today to discuss 
the duties of inspectors. Twenty-five li- 
censes thus fer have been issued under the 
new law. Some of the commission mer- 

chants object to the provisions of the law, 
and may test its constitutionality. Already 
E. C. Hichwald has begun to circulate a 
petition to this end among the merchants 
affected. 

The measure was phaned by the last Legis- 
tature to protect the out-of-town shippers of 
produce, and the like, against fraudulent 
commission merchants, and it became effec- 
tive on April 12. It practically applies to 
Chicago alone, and creates a board made up 

of a representative from the State Horti- 
cultural and Retail Dealers’ associations, 
also the Chicago Butter and Egg board and 
the Chicago branch — the National League 

t Commission Merchants. 

One of the chief objections urged against 
the measure is the power of inspectors who 
investigate claims made against licensed 
commission merchants, together with the 
provision requiring every commission mer- 
chant to give an itemized statement to tLe 
consignor. As a penalty for violation, a fine 
of from $10 to $100 and forfeiture of license 
are authorized. The expenses and salaries 
of the board are to be paid out of the license 


fees collected.
